1. FI/NAC concurs with the proposal set forth the basic 

document (FJJA-731)* 

2. In connection with paragraph 5 - RECOMtffiKDATIONS, It is suggested 
that the services of the Strategic Intelligence Staff be offered in the 
event that approval of a weekly briefing is obtained from th® Ambassador 
and FEC. Although FEC will probably wish to assme the entire responsi- 
bility for the briefings, they might welcome assistance in ttelr 
preparation* 

3* FI was advised by the Chief, Q "^hat Mr. MURAI made no mention 
of any previoxis request to FEC (the logical channel) for briefings on 
the Korean War. 
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
